Here- 
upon the Judge examined him of his Faith, and 
finding that indeed he was a Chriſtian, he gave 
him three Hours to adviſe and deliberate with Um 
ſelf. © Then the Biſhop of the Place, finding that 
he ſtood doubtful in himſelf what to do, took him 
by the Hand, and led him into the Church, and 
1:id before Him a Sword and a new Teſtament, 
bidding him take his free Choice, Which of them 
he would have.

AINT Bartholomew was one of the twelve 
Apoſtles.

The Reaſon of this Conjecture is, becauſe as St. 
Juobn never mentions Bar tholomeno . in the Number 
of the Apoſtles ; ſo the other three Evangeliſts ne- 
ver take Notice of Nathaniel: And as in St. Fobn, 
Philip and Nathaniel are joined together in their 
coming to Chriſt, ſo in the reſt of the Evangeliſts 
Pbilip and Bartholomew are conſtantly put toge- 
ther; and afterwards we find them joint Compa+ 
nions in the Writings of the Church. What 
renders this Matter ſtill more probable; Natba-

Pantenus, a Man famous for Philoſophy, as well 
as Chriſtianity, defiring to imitate the Apoſtolical 
Zeal in propagating the Faith, travelled as far as 
Tndia itſelf; there, among ſome, that yet retained 
the Knowledge of Chriſt, he found St. Matthenv's 
Goſpel written in Hebrew ; left there, as the Tra- 
dition aſſerts, by St. Bortholomew, one of the 
twelve Apoſtles when' he preached Chriſtianity to 
thoſe Nations. He returned from thence to the 
more Northern and Weſtern Parts of Afia, inſtruct- 
ing the People of Hierapolis in the Doctrine of the 
Goſpel. From thence he went into Lycaonia, and 
there he employed himſelf upon the fame Ac- 
count. At alt he removed to Albanople in Ar- 
menia the Great; where endeavouring to reclaim 
the People from Idolatry, he was by the Gover- 
nor of the Place crucified, as ſome ſay, with his 
Head downward ; "though c others ſay,” that he was 
ſlayed, and his Skin firſt taken off; which might

3 tho' a Roman Officer, yet he was a Hebrew, 
of the Hebrews. Both his Names diſcover him to 
be of Jewiſh Original, and probably a Galilean. 
His Buſineſs was that of a Publican; or Toll-gatherer 
to the Romans; an Office of bad Report among the 
Fews. It was once accounted a Place of Power and 
Credit, and of honourable Reputation; not ordinarily 
conferred upon any but Romen Knights. But what 
made this Office ſo odious to the Jews. was, the 
Covetouſneſs and Exaction of thoſe that managed 
it; for having farmed the Cuſtoms of the Nomans, 
they griped the People, that they might be able to 
pay their Rent, and raiſe Profit to themſelves. Be- 
ſides, this Tribute was not only a Gtievance: to 
their Purſes, but an Affront to the Freedom of 
their Nation, and a ſtanding Inſtance of their Sla- 
very. And their Brother Fetvs exerciſing this 
Office, ſtill provoked them more, becauſe it oblig- 
ed them to converſe: frequently with the. Gentiles; 
which they held unlawful, ſince thereby they 
ſeemed to conſpire with the Romans, to entail 
perpetual Slavery upon their own. Nation. The 
Jewiſh Nation expreſſed their Abhorrence of the 
Publicans, by counting it \ublawful to do them 
any Office of common Kindneſs, Money re- 
ceived of them might not be put to the reſt of 
2 Man's Eſtate; - it being preſumed to kn by 
Violence.

St. Matthew's Office more particularly conſiſted

And here it was that Matthew fat at the Receipt of 
Cuſtom, when our Saviour called him to be a 
Diſciple.

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bars, though it is moſt probable he did not wholly 
leave St. Paul, till he finiſhed his Courſe wit 
Martyrdom. Others ſay that he firſt preached in 
Dalmatia and Galatia, then in Italy and Macedonia; 
where he ſpared no Pains, declined no Dangers 
in the faithful Diſcharge of the Truſt committed 
to hin. Hey ati frond 
The Ancients are not very well agreed about 
the Time nor Manner of his Death: Some affirm- 
ing him to die in Ægypt, others in Greece; ſome 
in Bithynia, others at Epheſus; ſome make him 
die a natural, others a violent, Death ; ſaying; that 
he ſucceſsfully preached the Goſpel in Greece z till 
a Party of Infidels making Head againſt him, drew 
him to Execution; and for want of a Croſs where- 
on to diſpatch him, preſently hanged him upon an 
Olive-tree, in the Eightieth Year of his Age, tho 
St. Jerome makes it the Eighty-fourth. His Body 
was interred at Conſtantinople, whither it was re- 
moved by the Command of Conſtantine, or his Son 
Conſtantius, and buried in the great Chureh built 
in Memory of the Apoſtles, 4 
The Writings he left behind were his Goſpei, 
(which it is ſuppoſed he wrote during bis Travels 
with St. Paul in Achain; whoſe Help he is gene- 
rally ſaid to have made uſe of in the compoſing of 
it. And that this the Apoſtle primarily intends; 
when he ſo often ſpeaks of his Goſpel. Beſides 
this Advantage; we are aſſured by the Evangeliſt 
himſelf, that he derived his Intelligence from thoſe, 
who from the Beginning bad been Eye-witneſſes. and 
Miniſters of the Word) and his Hiftory of the Acts 
of the Apoſtles, both which he dedicated to The- 
pbilus; probably ſomę Magiftrate; -whom.

He was recovered 
from his Fall by our Sautour's gracious Look, 
whereby he called to mind what our Saviour bad 
foretold. After which, he paſſionately bewailed, | 
his Folly, and the Aggravations of it; and by the 
Abundance of his penitential Tears he manifeſted 
the "inward Sorrow che had for his Guilt ; and in 
this he is a Pattern for the Direction as well as the 
Comfort of thoſe that mee, ey i the Evil 
of their Ways.

ninth Year of Chriſt, under Nero; whom he had pro- 
voked by his Succeſs againſt Simon Magus, and by 
his reducing many diſſolute Women to a tempe- 
Tate and ſober Life. The Manner of his Death 
was by Crucifixion with his Head downwards; 
which he choſe; affirming that he was unworthy 
to ſuffer in the ſame Poſture wherein his Lord bad 
ſuffered before him. His Body is ſaid to have 
been embalmed by Marcellus, the Preſbyter, after

tage St. Paul aſſerted as the Privilege of his Birth- 


right. After having laid the Foundation of human 
Learning in this Place, he was ſent by his Parents 
to Jeruſalem, to be brought up at the Feet of Ga- 
maliel in the Study of the Law, in which he 
made very quick and large Improvements. But 
beſides that, he was educated to the Trade of 
Tent-making, according to the Cuſtom of the 
Jraus, among whom it was a Maxim, That he 
that teacheth not his Son a Trade, teacheth bim to 
be a Thief; deſigning thereby not only to keep 


their Children from Idleneſs, but to ſecure them a

| —— Judas, though he was a Man of vile and 
Deſigns, yet he was immediately called by 
| Chril z equally impowered and commiſſioned with 
the reſt to preach and work Miracles; was num- 
bered with the Apoſtles, and obtained part of their 
Miniſtry. So that we ſee, the Wickedneſs of a 
Miniſter does not always evacuate his Commiſſion, 
nor render his Miniſtry quite uſezeſs or ineffectual; 
and that the Efficacy of an Ordinance does not de- 
pend upon the Quality of the Perſon, but the Di- 
vine — * the Bleſſing that God hath en- 
tailed upon it. We ſee alſo that Covetouſneſs, the 
Root of all Evil, ruined an Apoſtle.

YAIN T: Mark was an Evangeliſt ; he was ben x 
of Jewiſb Parents, originally deſcended of the 


Trids/o Levi. He was converted by ſome of the 
Apeſtles, probably by St. Peter, to whom he was 
a conſtant Companion in all his Travels; ſupplying 
the Place of an Amanuenſis. 

He was ſent by him into Egypt, firing his main 
eſidence at Alexandria, and the Places thereabout: 
Where ſo great was the Succeſs of his Miniſtry, 
that, according to Euſebius, he converted Multi- 
tudes both of Men and Women, not only-to the 
embracing the Chriſtian Religion, but to a more 
than ey ſtrict Profeſſion of it. 


He afterwards removed Weſtward bs: the Parts 


of £ybia, going through the Countries of Marmo- 
nica, Pentapolis, and others thereabouts; where 


notwithſtanding the Barbarity and Idolatry of the 


Inhabitants, yet by his preaching and Miracles, he

After this St. Barnabas was employ'd with St. 
Paul to carry a charitable Supply from the Chriſti- 
ans at Antioch, for the Relief of the Brethren in 
Judæa, who were reduced to great Neceſſities by 
a ſevere Famine, that afflicted the Provinces of the 
Raman Empire, and particularly Fudea. 
He was called to convert the Gentile World by 
the particular Deſignation of the Holy Ghoſt, who, 
by Revelation made to the Prophets and Teachers 
of the Church of Autioch, when they were engaged 
in Faſting and Prayer, and other publick Exerciſes 
of Religion, commanded: that he ſhould be ſet 
apart with St. Paul to that Purpoſe. Accordingly 
St. Barnabas in Company with St. Paul, preached 
the Goſpel at Cyprus his Native Country, where at 


| Papbos, a City of that Iſle, remarkable for the Wor- 


ſhip of Venus, the Governor, Sergius Paulus was 
converted. They ſailed from thence to Perga in 
Pamphbylia, where Mart, his Kinſman and their 
Companion, left them, diſcouraged by the Dangers 
they met with. After three Years Travel thro' 
the leſſer Afio, with various Succeſs, preaching the 
| Goſpel to ſeveral Cities, they returned again to 
 Hntioch'in Syria.

ſhewing thereby, that when he came to hear, he 


would willingly lay down-his Honour at the Feet of

pearance in private Duties, he never admitted any 


one either to Prayer or Repetitions of Sermons with 


his Family, but only one Friend, who was moſt 


intimate with him. And thus was this holy Ser-
